W hen Speaker Clark announced the 
vote exuberant Democrats hoisted a 
stuffed Democratic donkey over the 
heads of their colleagues in the rear 
of the chamber, a faint ripple of ap­ 
plause followed and the gavel fell on 
the first chapter In the history of 
President W ilson's extra session of 
congress. 
Republicans and 
Progressives, led 
respectively by Representatives Mann 
and Murdock, protested to the last 
against the measure, the lowest tariff 
bill ever written, and proclaiming, as 
the 
Democratic 
avalanche 
bowled 
them over, the virtues of tariff com­ 
mission plans. 
Republicans who voted for the bill 
wore Cary and Stafford of Wisconsin. 
Democrats who opposed it were Brous­ 
sard, Dupre, l^azaro and Morgan of 
Louisiana, on account of the schedule 
reducing sugar 25 per cent and send­ 
ing It to the free list in three years, 
and C. B. Sm ith of New York. 
Progressives who voK m! for the bill 
were K elly and Rupley of Pennsylva­ 
nia, Nolan of California and Bryan of 
W ashington, Kent of California, for­ 
m erly a Republican, but now an inde­ 
pendent 
Progressive. 
Progressive 
Leader Murdock and thirteen of his 
Progressive followers voted with the 
m inority. 
Representative Copley,

I-regressive, did not vote, answering 
“ present” to his name.

Although it w us said that he did 
not specifleally mention the Panam a 
canal dispute members of the foreign 
delegation said that he unmistakably 
referred to that question as one which 
should be settled by arbitration, if 
settlement could not be reached by 
negotiation. 
"I urn not myself one who readily 
makes a promise, but once made I 
should think It should be kept,” he was 
quoted by H. F. Ferris, secretary of 
the British delegation, as saying in 
apparent reference to the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty, which was signed during 
Colonel Roosevelt’s administration. 
Speaking of the extent to which he 
would accept arbitration metnods in 
international disputes Mr. Roo < volt 
said that he was perhaps somewhat o* 
a heretic in the eyes of his friend.
